in progrese—the FPresident relying upon the
white soldiers, while the negro troopé are to
be employed againet him, And Cougress, it i=
paid, mstend ol adjourning, will constitute self
& sort of permanent Commiteoe ol Batety, whose
wime duty will be Lo thwart uuor,\-t'hiug the
l'rmldcnt may attempt to do, and carry ouf the
views ol its leaners with unwavering firmness,

We look upon these statements as the inven-
tions ol sensstion-mongers, and as such, unwor-
ihy of se1jous specitic denial, The only elrcom-
glance whioh invests them, or any ol them,
with importunce suflicient to justily notice, is
their publication, with more or less disguise, in
the colun ns ol journals which strenvnously sap-
port the alme o Messrd, Stevens and Sumner,
Of course, we do nol propose to muake (hese
genrlemen rosponsible lur the sayings of news.
papers over which they cannot have dwect
control. But we mention it 58 & fact proguant
with mischiof, that the papers which are trying
to prejudice the Piesident by ropresenting him
as unmindful of his duty, and which are advos
onting his ippeachment 1o prevent the consum-
marion of [jis policy, belong exclusively to the
exireme portion o1 the press,

Now, whether in a0 party or national sense,
nofhing can be more injurious than adherence
to the course thus begun. The spirit it exhibits
is funatical, tyrannionl, traitorous, 1t would
entail disgrace, disaster, destruction upon the
Union party. And it would bring upon the
country strite and sutlering, il not o renewasl of
civil war,

Henator Lane, of Kansas, no doubt greatly
exagegerated when he said that “ the Republican
purty is crumbling to pleces.” But there 14 just
enough of truth in the remark to coimend it to
the careiul conslderntion of ¢very man who re.
ards the mission of that party as vet unfulilled.

Inder almost any circumstances, & party cannot
but sutter irom setiled hostility to a President
elected in its name. The injury is grester when,
as in the case of President Jobnson, the charges
of mcousistency attach to 4 section in Congress
and not to the Bxecutive, The ground upon
which he was elveted he occupies still. His
Cabinet advisers are the advieers selected by his
predacessor. The principles upon which the
war wes conducted, the purpose for which it was
waged, bave been, and to this day arve, the prin-
ciples and purpoee of his administration. en,
therefo he is assalled by extreme men, it is
because they drag into the party issues ot which
the great body of it members never dreamed, or
give prominence to views which the party, as a
party, never sanctioned; and in either event the
pary suflfers. All talk of its ** crumblivg to
picces” is premature. But that it has been seri-
ouely weakened by the ocourrenees of the last
tour months 18 undeniable; and e%ualls certain
i# it that the differences belween Congress and
the President, it persisted in and made wider,
will result in the *ciumblhing” ot which the
Kansss Senator has spoker.

Other interests, however, than those of party,
demand the sbatement of hostility, as towards
the President, and the adoption ot & policy fitted
to restore peace and confidence to the country,
Wemay well be proud ot the manner in which
the tnances, the indueiry, and the trade of the
country pessed {hrough sn ordeal that would
have entailed bunkrupl_xé and distress upon the
richest nations ol the Old World. But we must
not thence infer that we may salely postpone
sttention to the fiuancial and industrial pro-
blems which remain as the unadjusted legueies
of the war. We have no desirg to play the part
of alarmists, We think, iun&d, that in these
problems, complicaled and difficult though they
be, there is no danger which wise legiglation
and prudent administration may not materially
mitigate, But our salety depends upon vigl-
lance, dnd the prompt application of the neces-
BAry r:'lu'cka aud remedies; and these again call
for calm, noo-pariisan emffort on the floor of
Cougress, 1o the absence of this all interests
are imperilled, Dulness begolten of uncertainty
and caution culminating in fear are the charac-
teristics of the greal tinancial and mercantale
centres, Every day devoted to the partisan
struggle makes matters worse, FEvery fresh
sign of bitlerness, every new token of difficulty,
awakens apprebensions in the world of trade
and mouey, and streng thens the popular feeling
in tavor ot a conservative policy.

On every groond, then, the cultivation of a
concihiatory temper by Congress is greatly to be
deeired, 1t is expedient politically apd na-
tionully: politionlly, it those who claim to be
Republicsns would prevent the Republican
pariy frem beétng weakened: nationally, il we
would ropress séctionnliem, restore contidence
to trade, and lighten the burdens under which
indusiry sullers. No grester calumity can
bappen than the development of the disbrust
and discontent that must follow a continusnce
ol the struggle now going on st Washincton,
There must be moderation aud forbesrance on
all sides or there will be ruin,

Having carried their pomt in regurd to tha
Civil Rights bill, will not the wsjorsty in Con-

1ess now lorego ‘riale of strength with the

‘resldent, and use their power to 1oster peace,
and tw promote messurces of which the indastry
um‘htomlm-nrc of the couptry stund in urgent
need ?

We published in yesterday’s Zerald, interest-
mg exiracts irom prominent journals in the
country on the subject of the Loan bill, and on
the questions of currency and national finance.
The newspapers from which we quote represent

The press beging to see the
truth of what we have nasserted all along—ihat
any fudden and large contraction of the cur
re mrt\' would produce widespread disaster to the
whole commumiy and paralyze lne finances of
the Government, Sowe of the opinions and
arguiL s of the journals referred to are not |
aliogether sound, but the general tenor of them |
shows that light is breaking upon the public, |
und that cousiderable progress has been made |
within a few months towunrds correct views, ‘

another, and enable them reciprocally to resist
epcroac hments, and contine one another within
their proper ﬁpixt-rt-l." This end, he said, is (i
ope respect) sccomplished "*by the qualified
pegative of the Exeoutive on acls of the two
Haouses of Uoungress. The nnthors of the Fade
raligt took preut pans to prove {Ru. 48) that
it 18 against Lhe vnw.rgrluiug ambition of the
legislative department that the people aught to
indulge all thelr jealousy, und éxhaust all their
precautions."
